Furthermore, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
apparatus for pharmaceutical grade bacterial lysis comprismg a fluid flow path oomprisiiiig and in fluid communication with: a cdl 
lysis bufler conduit, a cell suspension conduit, a precqjitation buffer conduit, and a gas hitrnductian port conqjiisipg a phmUty of 
pores for contrdlably inducing a stream of bubUes into the fhiid flow path.
